FOR  THE  YEAR,  1954. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year,  1954. 


The  contents  of  the  Report  have  been  compiled  in  a manner  to  comply 
with  the  suggestions  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  vital  statistics 
are  based  on  the  information  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General. 


The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  population  is 
18,690. 


The  birth  rate  for  the  year  was  13.96.  The  death  rate,  13.11. 


The  death  rate  for  infants  under  one  year  of  age  (per  1,000  live  births) 
was  30.65  (against  that  for  England  and  Wales  25.5). 


Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  treated  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
and  the  patients  are  transferred  to  Cherry  Tree  Hospital,  Stockport. 


This  annual  report  follows  upon  the  lines  of  that  for  1953. 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  Colston  for  the  compilation  of  the  Sanitary  section 
and  I should  like  to  thank  all  the  staff  of  the  Sanitary  Department  for  their 
loyal  support  and  co-operation.

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Section  B.— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water  Supply. 

All  the  Parishes  are  supplied  with  piped  water  except  Peak  Forest  and  a 
portion  of  Green  Fairfield.  Regarding  the  Peak  Forest  extension  scheme 
referred  to  in  the  last  report  work  is  nearing  completion. 

Adequacy.  The  supplies  are  adequate  and  no  recourse  to  emergency 
supplies  are  necessary. 

Quality.  All  public  supplies  are  chlorinated  except  at  Sparrowplt,  but 
with  the  completion  of  the  scheme  mentioned  above,  this  Parish  will  have  a 
chlorinated  supply. 

A routine  of  chlorination  is  established,  records  of  the  residual  chlorine 
are  checked  regularly  and  repeat  samples  taken  from  sources  previously  reported 
as  unsatisfactory. 

A total  of  40  samples  were  collected  and  submitted  for  examination,  one 
for  chemical  analysis  and  39  for  Bacteriological  Examination.  Unsatisfactory

Main  Scraping. 

During  the  year  10,145  lineal  yards  of  water  main  was  scraped  and  re- 
fined at  Charlesworth,  Hayfield,  Chinley,  Chapel  and  Dove  Holes  as  a first 
instalment  of  an  extensive  programme  of  mains  reconditioning. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  Parishes  of  Chapel-en-le-Fnth  (including  Dove  Holes)  Chinley, 
Hayfield,  Castleton,  Hope  and  Bamford  are  provided  with  sewerage  schemes. 
A small  scheme  for  the  hamlet  of  Simmondley  was  completed  during  the  year, 
and  the  Edale  and  Barber  Booth  schemes  are  nearing  completion.

Refuse  Collections. 

A collection  scheme  is  in  operation  in  all  built-up  areas  of  the  Rural  District 
and  certain  scattered  localities  are  also  serviced  by  contract.  In  general  a once 
fortnightly  collection  is  in  operation.  Disposal  is  by  tipping,  but  as  there  are  a 
number  of  small  tips  in  use  and  suitable  covering  material  is  not  easy  to  secure 
it  is  difficult  strictly  to  apply  the  recognised  methods  for  controlled  tipping. 
However,  the  tips  are  carefully  supervised  and  complaints  are  negligible. 

Statutory  Notices. 

Four  Statutory  Notices  were  served  during  the  year  under  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936. 

Two  notices  have  been  complied  with,  whilst  the  remaining  two  relating 
to  drainage  are  in  the  hands  of  Contractors. 

Moveable  Dwellings. 

Two  applications  to  station  moveable  dwellings  were  made,  both  were 
rejected. 

One  application  for  a site  to  be  licensed  was  received  and  rejected. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

By  the  co-operation  of  a neighbouring  Authority  the  services  of  a Rodent 
Operative  are  used  part-time  to  treat  all  Infestations  in  the  Area.  The  sewers 
have  received  twice  yearly  treatments. 

Of  a total  of  743  properties  inspected  during  the  year  42  were  found  to  be 
infested  and  these  were  dealt  with  by  the  rodent  operative,  a charge  being  made 
for  the  service  at  all  trade  premises  where  treatments  were  found  to  be  necessary. 

Swimming  Pools. 

Two  privately  owned  swimming  pools  in  the  Rural  District,  one  at  Hayfield 
and  one  at  Bamford,  were  in  use  during  the  year. 

Sampling  of  the  water  was  carried  out  as  routine,  but  samples  from  one 
bath  were  reported  on  as  being  unsatisfactory.  Inclement  weather  prevented  a 
satisfactory  solution  during  the  season.

(D)  Meat  Inspection. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  year,  one  Sanitary  Inspector  made  regular 
visits  to  New  Mills  to  carry  out  meat  inspection  at  the  Ministry  of  Food  Abattoir 
which  served  the  Rural  District  along  with  other  authorities. 

Prior  to  the  de-control  of  meat,  four  applications  were  received  for  slaughter 
house  licences,  three  of  which  were  granted.  There  were  48  licenced  slaughter- 
men in  the  Rural  District. 

The  meat  inspection  figures  show  a considerable  Increase  over  the  previous 
year  and  this  work  involves  evening  duties  owing  to  the  late  slaughtering  hours. 

The  quality  of  the  meat  inspected  since  decontrol  has  shown  a marked 
Improvement.
